BRITAINS SHOW OF FORCE 


The Vast Preparations Due to a Fear 
of Intervention by Other 
Powers.

LONDON, Oct. —The extent of the 
British preparations revealed by to-day’s 
information causes a strong reiteration of 
the rumors of serious foreign complica- 
tions. It is now said that Rear Admira! 
Lord Charles Beresford will command the 
Mediterranean squadron, and details 
the activity at the dockyards and naval 
stations are coming in fast. The Associated 
Press learns, however, that whether or not 
Great Britain seriously fears Russian or 
French aggression, the naval preparat.cis 
have been under consideration for several 
months, and it was the Admiralty’s inten- 
tion to put them in force as soon as war 
was deciared, deeming it necessary to in- 
crease the active strength of the navy in 
order to insure the large fleet of transports 
against every possible contingency. Wheth- 
er later developments have transformed the 
Admiralty’s precautionary measures into 
preparations for a naval demonstration, 
necessitated by European hostility, is the 
question of the hour, and it is as much a 
mystery to many high naval officers as to 
the public. 

The exact condition of affairs consists of 
ordering the naval reserves to be in readi- 
ness to rejoin their ships at 244 hours’ notice, 
while all the cruisers of the reserve class 
have been notified to be ready io sail in 
the same time Hmit. These vessels, though 
at the dockyards, are never out of com- 
Mission and are always supposed to be 
ready for immediate manning. Cruisers 
ranging from 6000 to 11.000 are now only 
waiting the word to chalk the crease. In 
addition to these preparations, work on the 
uncompleted vessels is being hurried day 
and night. The specal attention being paid 
to the eruisers is taken by naval authori- 
ties ta indicate that Great Britain intends 
to form a menacing flying squadron, using 
the term ‘“‘menacing’’ because the naval 
force at sea now is ample convoy the 
troops and is capable of preventing any 
interference in South African waters. 

While the British officials do not conceal 
thel knowledge of German, French and 
Russian antagonism and their irritation 
thereat they do not give the slightest hint 
that European hostility will crystalize into 
any probable overt act. 


HOSTILE TO GREAT BRITAIN 


But France Will Wait Awhile 
Espousing the Cause of 
the Boers. 


PARIS, Oct. 25.—There is much uncer- 
tainty as to the real state of affairs in the 
Transvaal, and until the French know 
which way the cat will jump their opinion 
is not very frankly expresse ‘d, and is there. 
fore difficult to guess. All their newspapers 
are outwardly hostile to Great Britain, but 
the editors of the chief organs to whom 
your correspondent has talked admit that 
they are with the English at the bottom. al. 
though the traditions of the French press 
prevent them from saying so. The views 
entertained by M. Delcasse, the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, are precisely the same, 
and it is nonsense to declare, as some of 
the Paris papers are doing, that Franc: 
and Russia propose to intervene in Africa 
and help the Boers. 

France is watching 
the attitude of the German Emperor with 
regard to the war. For some years past 
every successive French Cabinet has been 
hypnotized by the movements of this young 
potentate, Just like some hysterical subject 
under the manipulation of a slg 
mesmerizer Whatever Emperor iliam 
does or seems inclined to do ct oo for a 
great outcry here. : 

The French are inclined to believe that 
Emperor William is no longer. sympathetic 
with the Boers. Independent Republicanism 
was never really to his liking and he has felt 
the fascination of that impertally minded 
personage, Cecil Rhodes. The German Em- 
peror does not and cannot regard the Boers 
as possible allies for any present of future 
scheme of German expansion tin Africa. 

Russia is entirely disinterested in the 
Transvaal.

Moreover, France has now 
but one idea, and that is the Paris exhi- 
bition. Any statesman who would jeopar- 
dize the success of that show would bring 
about a revolution. 


WHERE THE WAR IS. WAGED 


Facts About Natal, Its History and 
Chief Towns of the 
Colony. 
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with great interest 


Natal, the territory that Is now the thea- 
ter of war on the east coast of South Af- 
rica, was discovered by Vasco de Gama on 
Christmas Day, 1497. 

About two centuries later tha Dutch, who 
were extablished at che Cape, by a purchase 
from a native ehief, added the port of Natal 
to their South Afircan possessions. Cam- 
paratively few Dutch settled In the new 
colony, however,,and early in the present 
century the En ish were attracted to it. 
They held their own with difficulty among 
the savage tribes that roamed through the 
country, and many of them iost their lives. 
They made comon cause with the Dutch 
against the savage foe, and for a time the 
utmost harmony @Xisted between the two 
European races, 

In 1835, however. Capt. Allen Gardner 
visited Chief Dipgaan, leader of all the Zulu 
tribes, and coneuled a treaty. of ce on 
behalf of the British eettiors. hen the 
Englieh jaid owt the town of Durban. Bng-

Britizh and began an emigration frem the 
colony into the interior. 

The ‘Boer trek"’ became a route of car-

In 1843 those Boers who remained in Na- 
tal formally submitted to the sovereignty of 
Great Britain, and the colony of Natal, for 
a year or two, was placed under the Cape 
government, In 1848 letters patent were is- 
sued constituting the territory a sepatate 
government under a Lieutenant-Governor 
and an Executive Council. 

In 180 the colony was divided into 
counties, each having local councils for 
the management of district affairs, and 
in the two chief towns, Pietermaritzburg 
and Durban, municipal corporations were 
established. 

he area of Natal-is 20,49 square miles. 
Its population in 1891 was 655, 576 persons. Of 
these the Europeans or whites numbered 
42,759. The Governor is assisted by a Legis- 
lature consisting of two chambers—a Legis- 
lative Council composed of Il members, 
nominated by the Governor, and a Legisla- 
tive Assesmbly of 37 members, chosen by 


the electors. 

Durban, as the seaport of Natal, is a 
place of great commerctfal importance. 
Only the largest steamships are unable to 
enter the harbor. The town of Durban 
spreads over the flats around the bay for 
a distance of three or four miles, and then

With the weather. Such a fierce wind was 
blowing over the prairie when he was en 
route to Stormsbeag that the train proceed- 
ed elowly.

after leaving Lincoln a red 
light 


Was seen swinging across the track, 


and when the engineer stopped his train 
and went ahead to find out what was the 
trouble he discovered that he had been 


flagged by three littie boys with a red ian- 
tern. A prairie fire had burned all the ties 
off the railway track for a dozen yards 
and-the rails remained unsupported. The 
boys, who iived at a farmhouse more than 
& mile away, saw the danger and promptly 
Stopped the train. 

heavy storm was gathering, 
Was shrieking and the thunder and light- 
ning in the West were incessant. Nowhere 
Was the light of a single house visible. It 
Wis a singularly lonesome and gloomy 
scene. But it made no impression upon the 
cheerfulness of Mr. Bryan. He talked 
Raily and kept up the spirits of the others 
during the long wait. 

The train was run at last over the dam- 
aged track, and the’journey to Stromsberg 
Wis resumed. A stop was made now and 
then at a little station whereby a cluster 
of a dozen houses or so on the wind-swept 
bred With not more than two or three 
igits showing, were pin points in the dark- 
ness. 

Dim figures moved up by the railroad 
track and powerful voices would shout: 

“Hello, Billy Bryan, how are you?” He 
Was to them their favorite son come back 
from the treacherous East (In Nebraska 
everything beyond the Miseissippi is East), 
and they wanted to be sure that no harm 
had been done to him there. Mr. Bryan 
understands there people, and his words 
to them did them a world of good. 
_Stromsberg is in Polk County, where the 
Populists are in large majority, and 
Stromsberg itself is wholly Swedish. It 
was stated to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
Spondent by residents of that, as well as 
of other towns along the route, that the 
Populist party in Nebraska is disintegrat- 
ing, just as it is in other States of the 
West, and that what is left of it is no longer 
revolutionary or visionary, but corresponds 
now io the really radical and free silver 
wing of the Democracy. They expect here 
that it will be merged ultimately into the 
Democratic party. 

Mr. Bryan's audiences have been. quiet 
and attentive. They were not large. aver- 
aging less than 1000. Stops are only six or 
seven miles apart and the country js. very 
sparsely settled. Polk, the first county in- 
vaded by My. Bryan, has only 12,000 inhab-

ftants. The people are less demonstrative 
than in Ohio, hardly knowing what it is 
to cheer. 


At his Stromsberg meeting Mr. Bryan re- 
ten his attack upon our taxation, a 
system that he claims does injustice to the 
farmer.

In this connection 
he used a free silver illustration. He said 
that wherever a trust contributed $1 to a 
campaign fund it is expected to get back 
$16 after the election. 

He read a newspaper dispatch that Sec- 
retary Root would recommend to Congress 
that the army be increased to 100,000 men 
permanently. This he denounced as a 
great and obvious step toward imperialism 
—he favored volunteer armies. 

“I love,’. said Mr. Bryan, ‘‘the volunteer 
soldier, who goes to fight when his coun- 
a needs fighters and returns to work 
when it needs workers.’ 

He dealt again with the bargain with the 
Sultan ofSulu, and he <aid he did not un- 
derstand how the Republican Administra- 
tion could recognize the Sultan of Sulu, 
who was a despot and refused to recog- 
nize the Philippine Republic, which was 
formed on the model of ours.. 

At Osceola, the second stopping place, 
Mr. Bryan quoted from Lincoln. whom he 
claims the Republican party has now re- 
pudiated. He said Lincoln was a follower 
of Thomas Jefferson, the founder of the 
Democratic party, and he asserted alco 
that Lincoln was a bimetallist. He quoted 
from a letter that Lincoln had written to 
Colfax, in which Lincoln spoke of miners 
and said that the more gold and silver the 
miners dug out of the mountains the quick- 
er we would be able to pay off the national 
debt.

BECAUSE OF IMPERIALISM. 


One of McKinley’s Old Admirers Says 
He Will Vote for McLean.

CANTON, O., Oct. 2%.—Prof. Charles F. 
Stokey has been a teacher in the Canton 
common and high schools for’20 years. He 
has been a warm friend and ardent sup- 
porter of William McKinley for 32 years, 
and is now United States Weather Obser- 
ver in this city. He is a member of Canton 
Post, No. 25, G. A. R., to which the Pres:dent 
belongs, and he has always been a consist- 
ent and active Republican. worker. 

Notwithstanding all this Prof. Stokey has 
issued a card in which he states that he 
will vote for MtLean and that he is much 
opposed to McKinley's policy of imperial- 
ism. Prof. Stokey said to-dry: 

“Yes, I intend to support the Democratic 
ticket and on Thursday night I shall speak 
in the City Hal on the supreme issues of 
the campaign, which both parties acknowl- 
edge are imperialism and anti-imperialism. 

“The Administration's policy has thus far 
been conducted in the spirit of imperialism.

This radical stand by Prof. Stokey has 
caused excitement among Ohio poiiticians, 
as he has heretofore been a warm advocate, 
at all times, in private and in public, for 
everything that has been advocated by the 
Republican party.

The resolution of Dr. MeKnight wasbased 
omfhe movement of Dean Hottman of New 
York to establish a chair of missions and 
missionary works in the schools of the 
chureh. 

Bishop Niles of New Hampshire suggested 
that the resolution be made a special or- 
der of business, and Dr. MeKnieht moved 
in accordance with this suggestion that the 
resolution be made the order of business 
for 3 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, which 
was carried by a vote of ® to SS. 

Mr. James Parker, a layman from New 
Jersey, wanted to offer a resolution. 

Bishop Whipple said- ihe order of 
business had precedence. Mr. Parker 
said he thought his resolution was 
of encugh importance to entitle it to im- 
mediate consideration. The question was 
submitted to the conference and Mr. Parker 
was voted down. He called for a division 
and the result was the same. 

Mr. Parker then wanted to know if there 
would be any opportunity to introduce res- 
olutions.

Bishop Whipple said there would be. Mr. 
Parker, who seemed to be very much in 
earnest about his resolution, said that bhe- 


ing the case he would bow to the decision 
of the meeting and bide his time. 

He declined to state for publication what 
his resolution, was before it could be con- 
sidered by the conference. 

The order of business was the continued 
‘Discussion of Topics.”’ 

‘“‘How to Increase Our Lenten Offerings”’ 
was the title of a paper written and read 
by Bishop Morris of Oregon. 

The bishop urged the propriety and ad- 
visubility ot educating church people and 
their children to a fuller knowledge of the 
purposes of this collection. He also advo- 
cated a more systematic and active exten- 
sion of the church in sparsely settled por- 
ions of the country. He suggested that 
yenten boxes be placed in the home of 
every family connected with the church, 
in order that ail might have an opportunity 
to swell the offering. 

Rev. Dr. Duhring of Philadelphia dis- 
eussed the paper. He thought the best 
way to stimulate the interest of the ehild- 
ren of the church was to make them real- 
ize how their contributions had increased 
1000 per cnt in 22 years, and would increase 
in proportion in future. Intelligent Inter- 
est was what was needed, 

Illustrating this argument, Dr. Duhring 
said there was once a banker in a small 
town who was also warden of the church 
—‘‘a sort of a lay pope,”’ said the speaker. 
The warden called in the rector one day 
and told him that he was tired of being 
pestered by one George C. Thomas of New 
York about funds for missions and had 
written him a letter of rebuke that would 
“eettle him.’ The rector explained that 
George C. Thomas llyed in Philadelphia 
and was not a salaried officer, did his work 
in behalf of missions for nothing and was 
a member of the Drexel Bank of Philadel- 
phia and a partner of J. Pierpont Morgan. 

“When the Warden heard this,” said Dr. 
Duhring, “‘He clasped his hands and said: 
‘My God! What will become of my bank" 

‘And ever since then that Warden has 
been a friend of missions.” 

This anecdote brought laughter from lay- 
men and smiles from the staid Bishops.

By request Bishop Whipple took the floor 
and told of the English methods of making 
collections for missions, and described sev- 
eral meetings he attended while on a visit 
to Great Brita'n. His experience was that 
the way to arouse interest in missions as 
in other things was to let the people know 
what was. being done. The reason why 
people cared so little for missions is that 
they know so little about them. 

The confererfce took recess shortly after 
the noon hour. 

At the Tuesday afternoon session of the 
conference the delegates devoted them- 
selves almost exclusively to @e discussion 
ef the needs of the church in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. The trend of 
all the speeches was that in order to get 
satisfactory results the church must make 
expenditures commensurate with the im- 
portance of the work in contemplation.

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AN AMERICAN QUESTION, 

Mr. Bryan ina recent interview calls attention to the state- 
ments of the President wherein it is proposed to hold the 
Philippines and provide them with a government without their 
consent and the implied purpose to tax them without repre- 
sentation. 

In other words Providence having thrust the Philippines 
upon ws, we are bound to hold them, though we must Ssur- 
render the two principles which underlay the American revo- 
lution. It is not credible. Providence will not require such 
@ sacrifice. 

“But suppose the syndicate does impose such a condition. 
Suppose the principle of government by consent is abandoned 
in the Philippines. How long will it be before the syndicate 
will try to apply the same scheme at home? 

The Philippine question is an American question. Turn 
it which way we will, to that complexion it comes at last. 
We carnot serve God in America and Mammon in Manila. 
We must choose between the two.

That Number Failed to Apply for 
Licenses and Will Be Prosecuted 
Unless They Act at Once. 


This will be the last week of the State 
Board %f Examiners for Barbers in St. 
Louis and circulars have been issued warn- 
ing all barbers who wish to continue the 
practice of their trade in this State to 
call at the board’s offices In suite 416 of 
the Holland Building and stand examina- 
tion for licenses. 

The law gives barbers until Nov. 21 to 
procure licenses, but the board is advising 
them to comply while it is tin the city, as 
the expense of making an application after 
it removes its offices to apother city will 


be greater. Tne necessary affidavits may 
be made directly to the board without 
charge, but notary fees must be paid when 
the application is sent from a distance. 

The members of the board say all bar- 
bers who do not comply with the law will 
be prosecuted for misdemeanor. The po- 
lice have been instructed to examine all 
licenses, after the law. goes into effect, 
to tind those who are defying the law. It 
is estimated there are 3000 barbers in St. 
Louis. Of this number 2053 have already 
complied with the license law.

Bonding Company Proceeding to Col- 
lect, but tlie Archbishop Says He 
Is Having His Troubles. 


In the Circuit Court of Bloomington, IIL, 
Tuesday, foreclosure proceedings were com- 
menced against Mrs. Johanna Tuohy, moth- 
er of Rev. Father Tuohy, which will prob- 
ably deprive her of several lots in that city, 
and which recalls to the public mind again 
the sacrifices of a mother in behalf of her 
&on. 

In addition to the foreclosure proceedings 
@ receiver is asked for the little home, lo- 
cated at the corner of Seminary avenue and 
owing street, just west of the Chicago & 
Alton tracks, in Bloomington. The Amer- 
ican Bonding and Trust Clo. of Baltimore 
believe they will not be paid in full from 
the value of the property and ask for the 
appointment of a receiver. They also ask 
that he apply all of the rents and profits 
on the house to the mortgage payment. 

The case wiil come up at the February 
term’ of the Circuit Court. 

Mr. Charles 1l.-Will stated on oath Tues- 
Gay, as one of the solicitors for the Bond 
and Trust Co., that John L. Tuohy is now 
a@ resident of brooklyn and Mrs. Johanna 
Tuohy is a resident of St. Louis. 

Rev. John ‘Il. Tuohy was pastor of St. 
Patrick’s parish in St. Louis, The priest 
had some difficulty with Archbishop Kain. 
To secure possession of the parochial resi-
